The Finances 
of the Government. 


The following is the language 
used 


in reference to our 
Government, 
by 


our toWnsmati H. D. Barrows 
in an 


article published 
in tho evening Ex- 


press oi the 7th: 


Beggars and sneaks 
desire to hnve 
J lie use 
of capital that la not theirs, (against 
the will 
ofthe owner,) 
without 
paying 
fur it; and 


thieves only go a 
step further and 
seek 
to 


gel possession 
of other people's capital with 
uo intention 
of returning 
it?much 
less 
of 
paying anything for its use. 
Although wo are as far from being an 
intlationalist 
as the 
hardest 
money 


man in the State, we 
do not consider 


the exposition 
which 
Mr. Barrows 


has given of this subject 
a fair 
one, 


neither do we commend 
the language 


used in reference 
to the Government. 


It seems to be the general 
impression 


of all who write on this subject, that 
the 
government 
hna 
attempted 
a 


downright swindle 
upon the 
people, 


by Iskuing :ts small 
notes us a 
circu- 


lating medium, and has 
got value re- 


ceived from somebody for these worth- 
less 
note?, 
and 
pocketed 
it, and 
is 


about to repudiate the redemption 
of 


them. 
This is not only an unfair way 


to present this subject, 
but it is 
false 


from beginning to end. 
The Govern- 


ment has not received a dollar forthese 
notes, but as a matter of accommoda- 
tion issued 
Ihem and 
loaned them to 


the banker* 
throughout the country, 


and hold the banker's 
responsible for 


them. 
The government 
has received 


as security 
for their payment 
bonds 


upon which the government 
pays an 


annual 
interest of about 
oj per 
cent. 


Now Mr. Barrows 
would 
have the 


government call in these 
greenbacks 


and give other notes for them 
which 


will Crxw compound 
interest, 
thus 


making tlie government 
pay 
double 


and compound 
interest 
on three hun- 


dred and fifty millions of dollars. 
We 


object to all such 
finaneeering 
upon 


the part of the government. 
If Mr. 


Barrows wishes to conduct his own 
business 
upon that basis we 
have 
no 


objection, but we 
seriously 
object to 


being taxed to pay 
double interest 
to 


benefit anybody. 
There 
is no doubt 


but the authorities 
have 
made some 


blunders in financial 
afTairs, 
but we 


will not 
apply 
the 
appellation 
of 


''beggars,sneakß,thelves,etc." 
to theiu 


until we convict them of these crimes. 
We believe they have discovered their 
mistake and willmake haste to correct 
them. 
One mistake 
is now apparent 


to all, viz?the act by which the 
gov- 


ernment refused 
to receive greenbacks 


lor all dues. 
If the currency 
could be 


received for import duties, all the 
na- 


tions dealing with this country would 
take it as readily as gold, which would 
bring it to par with specie 
at once. 


But we are told that 
the government 


would then have no visible 
means 
of 


procuring funds to redeem 
its 
paper. 


This is a great mistake too. 
The gov- 


ernment has several thousand 
tax col- 


lectors scattered all over the country, 
who collect annually 
over 
live 
hun- 


dred millions of dollars from the 
peo- 


ple, the most of which 
goes into the 


treasury of tlie government. 
At this 


rate all the currency will soon [he 
re- 


deemed?and 
destroyed?then 
the 


government willcall on the 
hankers 


for the amount due from each. 
There 


beiug no currency 
out 
these 
banks 


must collapse, or forfeit the bonds they 
left as security. 
We are not surprised 


at the stringency of money matters iv 
the East; the tax collectors 
are 
re- 


deeming the currency and it is getting 
very scarce among 
the people. 
That 


is what is the matter with 
them, and 


ifthe government does not stop 
this 


class at redemption It will be 
worse 


yet. 
All that we want is to have 
the 


government make gold the only legal 
tender, and then 
make 
its currency 


equal to gold. 
This latter can be done 


as above indicated. 
The bond holders 


and hard money men may say 
what 


they please, but a nation of forty-five 
millions of people owing a debt otover 
two thousand millions of dollars, with 
only six hundred and fifty millions of 
in all the land, must have 
something 


besides a metallic currency 
to pay the 


expenses 
of the government and liqui- 


date their indebtedness. 
We believe 


the wisdom of our present 
Congress 


will be equal to the task oi* arranging 
our finances satisfactory to all. 


The Third Term. 


We are pleased to ace that the abler 


journals of the Republican party eith- 
er openly oppose the third term scheme 
or treat it as an impossibility. 
Presi- 


dent Grant gets but cold comfort from 
such dignified journals 
as 
tlie New 


York Times and the Chicago 
Tribune, 


and the 
latter 
coolly 
suggests 
that 


Grant should run for a third term in 


1880. 
The Tribune 
says 
in 
a foxy 


manner that President 
Grant 
must 


desire to retire ou his laurels of states- 
manship and hints that four years of 
another 
President's 
administration 


willsatisfy the people that he 
is 
the 


pilot needed to guide the ship of State 
and then a national 
demand 
will be 


made for his elevation to the Presiden- 
cy. 
This is a kind of third term 
that 


tho people are in favor of aud 
Presi- 


dent Grant willconsult the good 
of 


his party and the desires 
of tho 
coun- 


try, by stepping out to await the pub- 
lic demand for his return to power. At 
present wo do not hear 
this popular 


clamor for Grant's re-election, 
but, 


ifthere is anything in tlie signs of the 
times, it is a rising 
storm 
of public 


opinion that 
will sweep 
Grant 
and 


his Washington rings from power, and 
they will never be re-instated.

and had very little wealtli.

devotes considerable 
space to our agri- 


cultural, 
mining, 
mercantile 
and 


other interests. 
He a ivuncesthe 
fol- 


lowing ideas on education! 


As we are now about t<> enter upon 


our second 
Centennial, 
commencing 


our manhood 
as a nation, it is well to 


look back 
upon 
tin- pa-t and study 


what wiII be lit sl to preserve 
and ad- 


vance our futureifrvutlieo*. 
Kmin the 


fall of Adam for his transgressions 
to 


the prc»cii t 
day no nation 
lias ever 


been free from threatoned 
danger 
to 


its prosperity 
and 
happiness. 
We 


should look to tlie dangers 
threaten- 


ing usand remedy them so far as lies iv 
our power. 
We are ftrepublic 
where 


one man is ns good as another 
before 


the law. 
Under such 
a form of gov- 


ernment it is of the grentejt impor- 
tance that all should he possessed 
of 


education and intelligence enough 
to 


cast 
a vote with a right understand- 


ing of its meaning. 
A large 
associa- 


tion «>f ignorant men 
cannot for any 


considerable 
period 
oppose a success- 


ful resistance 
to tyranny and oppres- 


sion 
from the educated 
few, but will 


inevitably 
sink 
into acnuieseiice 
to 


the will of intelligence, whether 
di- 


rected by the demagogue or the priest- 
craft. 
Hence 
the education 
of the 


masses 
becomes 
of the lust necessity 


for tho 
preservation 
of our institu- 


tions. 
They are worth preserving 
be- 


cause they 
have secured 
the greatest 


good to the greatest proportion of the 
population of any form of government 
yet devised. 
Allother forms of gov- 


ernment approach 
It just in propor- 


tion to tliegeneral diffusion of educa- 
tion and independence 
of thought and 


action. 
As the primary step therefore 


to our advancement 
iv all 
that has 


marked our progress 
in the past 
cen- 


tury, I 
suggest 
for 
your 
earnest 


consideration, 
and most earnestly rec- 


ommend that a constitutional 
amend- 


ment be submitted to the Legislatures 
of the several States 
for ratification, 


making itthe duty ofeach of the sev- 
eral 
States 
to establish 
and 
forever 


maintain free public schools adequate 
to the education of all the children in 
the rudimentary branches within their 
respective 
limits, irrespective 
of sex, 


color, birth-place or religion, and 
for- 


bidding the use iv said schools of irre- 
ligious, atheistic or pagan text books, 
and prohibiting 
the granting of any 


school funds 
or school 
taxes, or any 


part thereof, either by legislative, mu- 
nicipal er other bodies, forthe benefit 
of any other object, of any nature or 
kind 
whatever. 
In connection 
with 


this important question 
I would also 


call attention 
to 
the importance 
of 


correcting an evil that, ifpermitted to 
continue, will probably lead to great 
trouble in our land 
before the close of 


the nineteenth 
century. 
It is the ac- 


cumulation 
of great amounts 
of 
un- 


taxed church property. 
In 1850 I be- 


lievethechureh 
property of the United 


States which paid 
no tax, municipal 


or State, amounted 
to about $83,000,- 


--000. 
In 1860 the amount had doubled, 


and in 1875 it is about 
$1,000,000,000. 


By 1900, without check, it is safe to 
say that this property will reach 
a 


sum exceeding $3,000,000,000. 
So vast 


a sum,receiving all the protection and 
benefits of the 
(Government without 


bearing its proportion of the burdens 
and expenses of the same, will not be 
looked 
upon 
quietly 
by 
those 
who 


have paid the laxes. 
In 
a growing 


country, 
where real 
estate 
enhances 


so rapidly with time as in the United 
States, there is scarcely a limit to the 
wealth that may be acquired 
by cor- 


porations, 
religious 
or otherwise, 
if 


allowed to retain real 
estate 
without 


taxation. 
The 
contemplation 
of so 


vast a property 
as here 
alluded 
to, 


without taxation, may lead to seques- 
tration without constitutional 
author- 


ity, and through blood. 
I would 
sug- 


gest 
the 
taxation 
of all 
property 


equally, 
whether church 
or corpora- 


tion, exempting only the last renting 
place of the dead. 


His views on foreign relations 
are 


expressed 
as follows: 


Our relations with most of the 
for- 


eign powers continue on a satisfactory 
and friendlyfooting. 
Increased 
inter- 


course, tlie extension of commerce 
and 


the cultivation 
of mutual 
interests 


have steadily improved 
our relations 


with the large majority of the powers 
of the world, rendering practicable the 
peaceful 
solution 
of questions 
which 


from 
time to time necessarily 
arise, 
leaving few which demand 
extended 


or particular notice. 
The correspon- 


dence of the Department of State with 
our diplomatic representatives 
abroad 


is transmitted 
herewith. 


He concludes 
as follows : 


First, That the States 
bo required to 


aft'ord the opportunity of good 
com- 


mon school education 
to every child 
within their limits. 


Second, 
No tenets 
shall 
ever 
be 


taught 
In any 
school 
supported 
in 


whole or in part by the 
State, nation, 


or by the proceeds 
of any tax levied 


upon any community. 
Make educa- 
tion compulsory 
so far as to deprive 


all persons who cannot read and write 
from becoming voters after the year 
1890, and disfranchise 
none, however, 


on the ground of illiteracy who may 
be voters at the time this amendment 
takes effect. 


Third, Declare the Church and State 


forever separate 
and distinct, but each 


free within their proper 
spheres, 
and 


that all church property shall bear its 
own proportion of taxation. 
Fourth, 
Drive out licensed 
immo- 


rality, such as polygamy and the 
im- 


portation 
of women for illegitimate 


purposes. 
To secure 
again the 
Cen- 


tennial year it would 
seem as though 


now, as we are about to begin the sec- 
ond century of our Natloual existence, 
would be m most fitting time for these 
reforms. 
Fifth, Enact such laws 
as will in- 


sure a speedy 
return to a sound 
cur- 


rency, such as will command 
the re- 


spect 
of 
the- world. 
Believing 
that 


these views will commend themselves 
to the 
great 
majority of the 
right- 


thinking, 
patriotic 
citizens 
of 
the 


United 
States, I submit 
the rest to 


Congress.
